P20z0gued until the 283th+day of September nert, as afozeſaid, be, and is 
hereby Diſfolved, and by this Our Pzoclamation, We do acco2dingly Diſſol ve 
the ſame. And We do alſo Diſcharge the Lo:ds Spiritual and Tempozal, 
and the Knights, Citizens and Burgeſles of the ſaid Parliament, from their 
Meeting on the ſaid 28th dap of September next; and do give them this publick 
Notice. that they may not think themſelves obliged to any Attendance on 


the ſaid day. ;
